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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-3 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art fails to teach a syringe with a magnified sheath that includes, among all the 
limitations, a barrel having dosage indicia thereon, a cylindrical sheath constructed of a 
transparent magnifying material dimensioned to surround the barrel, the sheath being slidably 
coupled with the barrel, the sheath being constructed for axial rotation around the barrel, the 
sheath being constructed for longitudinal movement between a retracted position and an 
extended position; and in combination with, where in the retracted position the sheath magnifies 
the dosage indicia on the barrel regardless of the rotational position of the sheath relative to the 
barrel. 

The prior art most similar to the instant invention is Vallelunga et al (USPN 5,498,243), 
Halstead (USPN 5,309,279) and McDevitt (USPN 5,204,775). None of these references 
anticipate the instant claims. Additionally, there is no motivation in the references themselves or 
available to one skilled in the art to modify the references to render the instant claims obvious. 
Specifically, one would not think to modify Vallelunga with a circumferential magnifying lens as 
taught by Halstead or McDevitt since the sleeve of Vallelunga does not completely rotate about 
the barrel. In fact, the track in the sleeve of Vallelunga keeps the magnification element aligned 
with the indicia when the sleeve is retracted and therefore, one skilled in the art would not need 
to modify the sleeve to incorporate circumferential magnification as taught by Halstead or 
McDevitt.
